AT CHICAGO CONFERENCE 


SHIPS ARE WRECKED 


ON MOROCCAN COAST 


In- 
Hurricane Drives Forty Vessels 


• eluding Five Steamers Onto 


Rocks and Shoals.

Melilla, Morocco, March 13.—Forty- 
three ships lie wrecked today on the 
shores i nthe vicinity of this ^ort, 
having been driven on the rocks and 
shoals by a terrific hurricane which 
started yesterday. The wrecked ves- 
sels Include five steamers and thirty- 
eight sailing craft. 
The storm increased in violence to- 
day and a number of large vessels 
put to sea to avoid being smashed 
against the jetties. 


"In other words there was an in- 
crease of 505 marriages in December 
last year over the same -month the 
year before," said Dr. Harper.
